The record says the winter of 1742 was

The winter of 1780 was the coldest ever 


remembered by the oldest resident. 
The 


Delaware was closed from the 1st of De- 
cember till the 14th of March. 
The ice was 


from two to three feet (hick, and chickens 
froze to death on their roosts. 


The winter of 1 7S3 wus long ami severe- 


the De'aware closed on the 28th of Novem- 
ber and remained so till the 18th of March. 


The winter of 1788 was intensely cold; 


there was much suffering, anil many were 
frozen to death; the Delaware was closed 
from the 20th of December till the lOlh of 
March. 


181 -1 was a dreadful severe winter, with 


heavy snow storms all over the country, east 
and west. There was great suffering among 
the poor; fuel was scarce and dear; oak wood 
sold for §14 a cord, arid hickory forJilO; 
winter did not break up till after the lOlh of 
At arch, 


1817 was another cold and severe winter; 


the Delaware closed early and remained so 
till the middle of March ; on the 2i!d an ox 
was roasted on the Delaware; the cold ex- 
tended from cast to west and from noi ih to 
south ; ISoston harbor was closed with thick 
ice ns far down as Fort Independence. 


The winter of 1831 was celebrated for deep 


snows all through the Western, Middle and 
Eastern States; snow fell in the Carolinas 
and Alabama to (ho depth of six inches ; the 
earth was covered from the first day of Jan- 
uary to the middle of March, from Mary- 
land to Maine ; iu many places tho snow was 
blown from ten to twenty feet in hcichl; 100 
men were employed to open the turnpike 
from Jiorrisville to Philadelphia, so that the 
stages from Philadelphia- to New York could 
get through ; there was great 
suffering 


among the poor, and many cattle died from 
exposure. 


1830 was a cold, snowy and blustery win- 


ter; good sleighing as far as Virginia, to the 
Itocky Mountains, to the north, to Canada, 
and to the east as far as the Bay of Funt'a; 
eight snows fell, and it was estimated that if 
the snow had fallen on a level and remained 
till the end of the last snow it would have 
been ten feet deep on the level.

papers stated that in some places it had 
blown into banks twenty feet high. 


The winter of 184C had some very cold 


weatlier; in the month of February eight 
snows fell, making over twenty inches; the

SOME HISTORIC EXECUTIONS, 


How Kajor Andre Wan Strung Up—What 


tlie Advocates of Capital Punishment 
ThlnL of Hanging—How the Rope Wat 
Tfced at Old Newgate Prison. 


Nearly all educated men, no matter what 


their opinions about capital punishment, 
agree that hanging is a barbarous way of 
executing a criminal. The question has been 
BO much u;;itutcil of late years that many 
prominent n-iciilists have been making inves- 
tigations us to tho least painful way of legally 
lulling a criminal. The strong advocates of 
capital punishment protest against this, 
claiming that by giving criminals a painless 
death all the terror of a legal execution is 
taken away, and tough citizens, with but 
littlo u«) for life anyhow, would have less 
compunction in committing capital crimes if 
tho horrors of tho noose and trap were taken 
from out their ken. But, as is well known, 
tho advocates of painless capital punishment 
gained a great point when the law for execu- 
tion by electricity was passed by the New 
York legislature. 


EARLY EXECUTIONS. 


Tho first mau to bo executed in England by 


tho "drop1' waa Earl Ferrers, May 5, 1700. 
Formorly malefactors stood in a cart under 


(tot as a soldier, 
a moment.

A 
crave had been dug near by. Into the wagon 
the prisoner stepped, and, taking the rope 
from the hangman, adjusted It to his neck 
and tied a white hondkerchk f over his eyes. 
* * * The wagon was driven swiftly from 
under him, aud in a few minutes be ceased to 
exist."

Homo and Foreign Pmtal Points. 


Tbo United States has 57,370 postoffiocs as 
against 1S,«8S in Germany, 17,587 in Great 
Britain and 7,290 in France. Excluding Ger- 
many, the United States has about as many 
postofncet as all the countries of Europe com- 
bined, and is adding to tho number at tho 
rato of about 3,000 per annum. In the gross 
postal rev.jnuo, the United States stands first 
with S53,(.93,176.79, whilo that of Germany is 
$45,104,337, of Great Britain, $43,3E,',:MO and 
of France, «28,771),301. Tho present rates of 
postage in this country are, everything con- 
sidered, tlio lowest in the world. 
In tho 


length of its mail routes the United States is 
for ah»ad <>t any other country, with 403,070 
miles, while those of Germany aggregate 
only 85,885 miles, those of. Great Britain 44 - 
275 miles, .and thoso of France 05,334 miles'; 
and in the mileage of mail service annually I 
performed tho United States is immeasurably 
ahead of ell other nations, tho service of this 
country amounting to 287,251,045 miles, that 
of Germany to 133,011,005 miles, that of 
Groat Brit un to H,OCO,5S4 miles, and that of 
Franco to !O,'J80,803 miles.-Public Opinion. 


Curious Accident to u Cov.-.

of the rope upon tho great veins of tho neck." 


It is fairly settled that sensation, reflection 


and mental horror accompany tho physical 
contortions of thoso perishing by strangula- 
tion.

Examples are frequent of tlioso who com- 


mit suicido by hanging attempting to regain 
their footing, finding tho tortures of strangu- 


j lation greater than they havo conceived. 
, 
A criminal who was hanged, but resusci- 


tated by tho application of electricity and tho 
skill of n surgeon, upon his final recovery has 
left his account of his experience: "The final 
prayer was said, the usual thanks tendered 
and greeting given, tho cord was adjusted on 
my neck, I was placed upon tho trap. I looked 


! for the last tune upon familiar objects. Tho 


cap was adjusted over my face. I felt an in- 
creasod heat around niy heart, a fullness of 
the throat, a slight weakness of'the muscles 
of my limbs, then an involuntary shrinking 
of the nerves and'a catching of the breath as 
I felt myself falling; then a fierce, fiery pain 
shot through my whole frame, my head 
Bcemcd bursting oud my consciousness was 
gone." 


There were two notable executions of spies 


during the American war of independence— 
Nathan Hale and John Andre. Tho motives 
of the two spies nnd their personal history, 
and tho history of their times, are too well 
known to be detailed here; but the manner 
of their execution will servo to throw light 


on the way the death puiUshmeiit was infUctort 
opon men something over a century ago. 


Nathan Halo, the young American martyr, 


patriot and hero, was executed in the vicinity 
of (present) East Broadway and Market 
»trcet, New York city, Sept. 23,1770. 
Tha 


Callows was the limb of an apple tree in Col. 


| Rutgers' orchard. 
A ladder was placed 


against the limb and Hale ascended it a few 
feet The only words addressed by him to 
the sympathetic spectators were: "I only re- 
tret that I havo but one life to lose for my 
country." Tho provost marshal gave tho 
command, "Swing the rebel off,"the ladder 
was turned, and Nathan Hale was no more. 


Benson J. Lossing, in his work, "The Two 


Spies," thus describes the execution of John 
Andre: "At noon on the 2d day of October, 
1780, 
Maj. Andro was executed upon an 


eminence near Tappuam village, in the pres- 
ence of a vast concourse of people. He was 
dressed in military costume nnd white top 
boots. Ho was taken to the gallows—a cross 
pieco between two moderate sized trees—by a 
procession of nearly all the field officers, ex- 
cept Washington and his staff, who remained 
at headquarters. Gen. Greene led the caval- 
cade which passed between two files of sol- 
diers, extending from the prison to tho fatal 
spot. The prisoner's step was firm, and he 
did not falter until he saw the gallows and 
knew ho was to be hanged as a felon and not 


„ — four counties, and had murdered 


his brother-in-law in cold blood. When the 
deputies attempted to take him from his cell 
on tho day of his execution ho fell flat upon 
the fioor and begged and prayed and screamed 
and cursed. On tho scaffold we had to hold 
him tip whilo adjusting the rope. On the

kept urging him to brace up, be a man and 
Bhow&omo of the grit he had been boasting 
of. Those cases where men show the white 
feather nro tho worst wo have, but they don't 
bother me much. I have pretty strong 
nerves myself, and have never seen a com- 
bination of circumstances that could shako 
thorn. Hanging a man is cartainly no great 
trial to them. I would rather seo a man 
hanged than to see you run over by a cable 
car. But I Iiavo seen sheriffs faint on the 
gallows, and havo had to tako the death war- 
rant from them and finish reading it." 


Daniel F. Binkley is a peculiar fellow, and 


tho profession ho practices when opportunity 
cftords is one few men v.-ould care to follow. 
But ho fills a place iu the great body ot 
humanity, and is not half a bad fellow. 
That ho has wonderful nerve one glance into 
his eyes will suffice to prove. They are in- 
deed a splendid pan- of eyes, clear, stern and 
piercing enough to cow the fiercest brute, he 
says.

THE 
PHILADELPHIA MURDER. 


The Father, Mother and Daughter Who 


Are Implicated In the Crime. 


Tho murder of tho German, Antoino Schil- 


ling, in Philadelphia not long ago, waa at 
first ono of tho deepest mysteries and turns 
out to havo been one of tho most atrocious 
killings that have ever como to light in the 
Quaker City. Ho was killed by a blow on the 
head with a stick of wood, and his body was 
hacked and sawed into small pieces and thrust 
into an iron pipe in Pairmount park, where it 
was discovered by some small boys. Tho mur- 
derers wcro a German named Jacob Schoop 
and his wife and daughter, all of whom en- 


dangered their 
necks for $80, all 
the money the mur- 
dorod man pos- 
sessed when they 
killed him. 
They 


had attempted to 
kill him before by 
putting laudanum 
in his soup, but they 
gave him an over- 
dose, which saved 
his life. 
Schoop's 


daughter, Susan, 
seems to have been 
as much bent ou the 
man's murder as 
were her father and 
mother. Tho three 
held many consul- 
tations as to how 
the murder might 
best be consum- 
mated, and, ac- 
cording to the con- 


fession of the father, tho girl seems to have 
been tho most deliberate and conscienceless of 
tho three in the cruelty and variety of the 
schemes she proposed for the disposal of the 
body of tho man after he had been killed. 
She is a flat chested, angular, homely looking 
girl, and when arrested she tried hard to 
throw tho entire blame of the murder on her 
parents. In fact, each one of tho trio is lying 
to the best of his or her ability, and each is 
strenuously endeavoring to tbrov the entire 
blame on tho other two.
